TESTS FOR AUTOMOBILES.

A series of interesting tests in Bhow- 


ing the rapidity with which an nuto- 
mobile could be stopped were given 
the other day nt Riverside drive and 
One Huudred and Ninth street in New 
York. The event was holrt tinder the 
auspices of the Automobile Club of 
America, and besides the automobiles 
tests of quick stopping were mude with 
borso drawn vehicles, says the New 
York Times. Most prominent of the 
lutter was Harry Payne Whitney's four- 
ia-liand coach, which, driven at the 
rate of 1G.3 miles an hour, was stopped 
in 77 feet C inches. A victoria gej.ng at 
13.8 miles au bonr was stopped in 01 
feat. 


One of the best stops of automobiles 


was maSe by Wallace Owen's gasoline 
carriage, which, in the twenty mile test, 
stopped in half: an incli under 35 feet, 
turning completely around as It did so. 
A French g"-0"12" vehicle, going ntlS.9 
miles, was stopped ?n 34 feet G inches. 
and another gasoline vehicle came to a 
full stop in 20 feet autl 2 Inches, going 
at the same speed na the French car- 
riage. A steam carriage, golns at seven 
miles nn hour, was stopped in 5 feet 9 
Inches.
